Communication: Leaders listen 
and learn to roll with punches

CHULA VISTA — Two parishes on 
opposite ends of the diocese have new 
pastors who are testing uncommon 
methods of communicating with 
parishioners. While those in charge are 
pleased with the results, they have had to 
learn to roll with the punches. 


Imagine how Deacon James Bowen of 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel parish in 
Rancho Penasquitos felt when one of the 
complaints found in the parish suggestion 
box was ‘‘deacons preach homilies too 
often.”’ 


OR, IMAGINE this semi-lighthearted 
exchange in the midst of a heated 
“‘forum’’ where parishioners of the 
Church of the Most Precious Blood in 
Chula Vista aired their feelings to their 
new pastor. 

“Put youself in his (the pastor’s) 
place,’’ a nun said. ‘‘No way,’ a woman 
responded with distaste. ‘‘Put yourself in 
his place,’’ the nun repeated. ‘“The pope 
won't let me,’’ the woman said, eliciting 
the first chuckles of the serious evening. 


The idea for ‘‘Love Notes,’’ suggestion 
blanks for parishioners at Our Lady of 
Mount Carmel, came in January from 
the new-parish council. Msgr. Henry F. 
Fawcett, who became pastor there in 
February liked the idea and did not 
discard it when he arrived. 


NOTE WRITERS are asked to state if 
they have a suggestion, an idea, a need, a 
loving thought, feedback or ‘‘other.”’ 


“*The (forms) are designed to be either 


very nice, or...you  know,’’ Deacon 
Bowen said. ‘“‘We get very few 
‘others,’ ’’ he said. Sometimes the 


“‘other’’ responses are negative and 
unsigned and often those are answered in 
the bulletin, along with other notes of 
general interest. 


Those who request a personal response 
to a love note receive one from the 
appropriate person, Deacon Bowen said. 
Parish council president John Meyer 
reads all the notes and farms them out to 
the appropriate person. 


As chairman of the liturgy committee, 
Deacon Bowen handles those concerning 
Mass. One note remarked on how 
“‘disconcerting’’ it is to have the sun 
shining in eyes during Mass. The deacon 
has ordered shades for the offending 
windows, he said. 


NOT ALL complaints are rectified, he 
admitted. For instance, he decided 
deacons do not preach too often. One 
person wanted ‘the choir to stand on 
risers, but that probably won’t happen 
because he thinks the choir should be part 
of the community. 


Most of the notes are signed. ‘‘Sure 
some of them are nasty, but not very

Priests and Sisters 
offered consolation

SAN YSIDRO — Five priests and 
seven Sisters spent several hours the 
evening of July 18 at the police sub- 
station here consoling relatives of the 
people who had been killed by a lone 
gunman at a nearby McDonald’s 
restaurant. 


One of the priests, Msgr. Francisco 
Aldasoro, said at least seven of the 22 
persons murdered were members of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel parish where he is 
the pastor. 


OTHERS ON hand to help comfort 
the bereaved were Father John Beatty, 
also from Our Lady of Mount Carmel; 
Father Patrick Mullarkey and Father 
Bruce Orsborn, pastor and associate of 
St. Charles Church in Imperial Beach; 
and Father William Mooney, of Blessed 
Sacrament Church. The. seven Sisters 
present, all from Our Lady of Mount 


_ Carmel, were Sisters Maria Paz, Teresa 


Consuelo, Rebecca Munoz, Maricela 
Garcia, Lucy Cisneros, Hilda Maria and 
Berta Meza. 


The mass murder has left Msgr. 
Aldasoro dumbfounded. ‘‘These people 
went to have a bite to eat and they were 
killed,’’ he said. ‘“‘Life has to continue 
though and we must do the best we can.”’ 


It is difficult to know what to say to the 
suffering relatives, he said. ‘‘If they have 
faith, they may be able to accept’’ the loss 
of a loved one. The easy can be accepted 
right away, he said, but it takes a while to 
accept what is hard. 


THE HARDEST part for the relatives 
was waiting to hear about their family 
members, not knowing whether they were 
living or dead, Father Mullarkey said. 


Many of those who waited remained 
inside the police sub-station, in privacy, 
away from the numerous reporters who 
lingered outside, he said. 


There wasn’t much he could tell them; 
Father Mullarkey said. ‘‘You just hold 
their hands and do the best you can,’’ he 
said. 

FATHER MULLARKEY said the 
Sisters from Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
did a great job of comforting the relatives. 

One of the Sisters, the principal of Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel School, Sr. Maria 
Paz, said she tried to get them ‘‘to accept 
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the situation without feeling that it was a 
punishment from God.”’ 


She told the desperate relatives that 
God doesn’t want these things to happen 
but He allows them to happen and they 
must be accepted as God’s will. 


THE MOST difficult moment, Sister 
Paz said, was when the coroner confirmed 
the identities of the dead. 


Many of them already knew but they 
still became desperate, she said. “*They 
wanted to know why”’ this had happened. 


The Sisters there just listened to the 
people at the police sub-station, she said. 
‘*There really wasn’t much to say.”’ 

MANY FAMILIES who lost someone 
are poor and Sister Paz thanks God for 
the contributions that have come in to 
help them. 


“One of the people killed was the 
manager of a bank in Tijuana,”’ she said. 
“His family is not there (in Tijuana) yet 
because they’re still in the process of 
moving from Veracruz. He just came 
over to have a hamburger and he was 
killed,’’ she said. 


Chaplain anointed both 


victims and gunman

SAN DIEGO — When Father William 
Mooney anointed bodies and granted 
conditional absolution to the 20 victims of 
a killing ‘spree in a San Ysidro 
McDonald’s restaurant, he did the same 
for the slain gunman. 


Father Mooney, pastor of Blessed 
Sacrament parish and Catholic chaplain 
for the San Diego Fire Department, came 
to the scene of the July 18 mass murder 
that left 21 dead (including the gunman) 
and at least 14 wounded. 


JAMES OLIVER Huberty, an 
unemployed 41-year-old San Ysidro 
resident, entered the McDonald’s 
restaurant on West San Ysidro Boulevard 
at 4 p.m. with three guns. Huberty killed 
an infant, children and adults during the 
shooting spree. He reloaded his guns 
several times. 


Police surrounded the building and 
assisted the wounded they could reach. 
Huberty continued to fire randomly ‘‘at 
everything that moved on the street,”’ 
San Diego Police Chief William B. 
Kolender said.

Briefs 

DELEGATE DILEMMA — Father 
Robert Williams, whose assignment in the 
Archdiocese of Detroit was terminated. because 
he was a delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention in San Francisco, said his 
dilemma stems from his personal commitment 
to Christian social justice. But Father Leo 
Tibesar from the St. Paul-Minneapolis 
Archdiocese, also a convention delegate, said 
his archbishop had no objection to his 
participation. The Detroit Archdiocese said 
Father William’s service as a convention 
delegate violated Church law prohibiting 
political activity by priests. Father Tibesar said 
Archbishop John R. Roach of St. Paul- 
Minneapolis had no problems with his _ 
participation as long as the priest did not seek 
elected public office. 


AMNESTY URGED — The bishops of 
California, in a July 16 statement, urged 
Congress to delete from pending immigration 
reform legislation the guest worker provisions 
and sanctions against employers who hire 
illegal aliens. They also urged amnesty for 
illegal aliens who have been in the United 
States since before 1982. 

PROTEST VOTES — Pro-life delegates to 
the Democratic National Convention July 18 
cast 18 protest votes for Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton, D-Mo., but their protest was 
swallowed in the tide that saw Walter Mondale 
nominated as the Democrats’ candidate on the 
first ballot. The pro-lifers chose Eagleton over 
the three leading presidential contenders — 
Mondale, Sen Gary Hart, D-Colo., and the 
Rev. Jesse Jackson — because of Eagleton’s 
anti-abortion voting record.

government’s planned expenditures for Pope 
John Paul II’s visit to Canada in September as 
assistance to religious proselytizing. The 
Evangelical Fellowship of Canada said it 
objects to “‘the granting of government funds 
to any religious leader whose visit is to 
promote his religion, be he from Rome, 
London or Iran, be he Billy Graham or the 
pope.”’ 

FOR WOMEN — Bishop Timothy J. 
Harrington of Worcester, Mass. has created a 
diocesan Office for Women and has appointed 
St. Joseph Sister Anna Marie Kane as 
director. Sister Kane also was named diocesan 
Vicar for Religious. In her new post, Sister 
Kane, who has been an chaplain at Holy Cross 
College since 1974, will join one other nun and 
four priests in weekly meetings with the bishop 
as a member of his diocesan advisory group. 

HUMANITAS ‘CHOICES’ — The 
writers of NBC’s Choices of the Heart and 
episodes of Hill Street Blues and Family Ties 
won the 1984 Humanitias prizes for ‘‘most 
fully” communicating human values which 
enrich the public. Choices of the Heart, whic 
in February also won a 1984 Christopher 
Award, focused on the life of American lay 
missionary Jean Donovan, killed in El 
Salvador in 1980. The Humanitas prizes are 
awarded annually to television writers by the 
Human Family Educational and Cultural 
Institute in Los Angeles. 

‘VALID’ FOR ALL — Pope John Paul II 
said July 18 that the Church’s teaching on 
marriage and sexuality is valid for all people. 
“‘The rule of the encyclical Humanae Vitae (Of 
Human Life) regards all people, because it is a 
rule of the natural law and is based on 
agreement with human reason,”’’ the pope told 
an estimated 10,000 people in St. Peter’s 
Square. The pope asked all theologians to 
reread and seek a better understanding of the 
document. 

PALM BEACH STORY — Pope John 
Paul II established two dioceses in Florida — 
the Diocese of Palm Beach and the Diocese of 
Venice — and named auxiliary bishops from 
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Boston and Miami to head them. Auxiliary 
Bishop Thomas V. Daily, 56, of Boston was 
named the first bishop of Palm Beach, and 
Auxiliary Bishop John J. Nevins of Miami, 
52, was named first bishop of Venice. 

STERILIZATION FOE — The bishops of 
Colombia have condemned as ‘‘immoral and 
criminal’? what they described as a 
government campaign to pressure couples into 
sterilization. The bishops, meeting in Bogota, 
said a massive program in favor of sterilization 
was being conducted throughout the country. 
The bishops said they would increase the 
number of family assistance centers offering 
information on natural family planning 
methods. 

EIGHT FOR PEACE — Bishop Francis 
Quinn of Sacramento urged the Democratic 
and Republican parties to adopt an eight- 
plank agenda for peace during an interfaith 
prayer service prior to the Democratic 
National Convention. The bishop was one of 
several Christian and Jewish religious leaders 
who led worshippers at San Francisco’s Grace 
Episcopal Cathedral in a two-hour service that 
drew overflow crowds. 

WALESA BARRED — Lech Walesa, ‘the 
founder of Poland’s outlawed Solidarity 
movement, was barred from attending the trial 
of four Solidarity advisers which began July 
13. Despite the rejection from authorities, 
Walesa walked to the front of the courthouse 
surrounded by supporters and: police and 
greeted the defendants’ families before 
leaving. ‘‘I will try to be as close to the trial as 
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I can,’’ Walesa said. 


CHD DEFENDED — Two Texas bishops 
have called on the Reagan administration to 
renounce a document highly critical of the 
Campaign for Human Development. The 
bishops say the document was written by the 
head of ACTION, a federal agency which 
coordinates volunteer programs. The 
campaign is the U.S. bishops’ domestic anti- 
poverty program funded by an annual 
nationwide collection in churches. ACTION 
Director Thomas W. Pauken, a longtime 
CHD critic, refused to comment on the 
document, which he reportedly distributed. 

DEFECTION — A group of 119 Polish 
Catholics who said they were headed for Rome 
left their buses in Vienna July 19 and asked for 
asylum. It was the largest mass defection of 
Poles since 1982. The group arrived in Vienna 
with Austrian transit visas which they had 
received on the understanding they were on a 
pilgrimage to Italy, Interior Ministry officials 
said. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla. — A 
Mass of the Resurrection was offered July 
23 at St. Francis of Assisi Church here for 
Mrs. Dora B. Ryland, 83. Mrs. Ryland 
was the mother of Father Raymond O. 
Ryland, associate pastor at St. Mary 
Magdalene Church. She was preceeded 
in death by her husband, Harry, in 1972. 
Until she recently moved to San Diego to 
live with her son and daughter-in-law, 
Mrs. Ryland was a resident of Oklahoma

LAKESIDE — A new pastor and 
associate will shepherd Catholics at the 
missions on the Sycuan, Viejas and 
Barona Indian reservations. 


La Salette Fathers Richard Landry and 
Philip Salois began leading the Blessed 
Kateri Tekakwitha parish here June 15. 
The parish includes three reservation 
churches. 


FATHER LANDRY, the new pastor, 
was ordained in 1969 in Pawtucket, R. I. 
He taught for two years in a high school 
seminary and for nine years directed a 
retreat center in Massachusetts. He was a 
hospital chaplain two years in Canada 
and served the same length of time as 
vocation director for the La Salette order. 


“T’ve always wanted to be in a parish 
situation,’’ the Central Falls, R.I., native 
said. 


He is no stranger to the mission parish: 
Over a year ago he preached a mission in 
the East County parish and earlier this 
year he visited to see if the pastorate 
would be suited to his gifts, he said. 

“T?VE FOUND it a very inviting place 
to come to,’’ Father Landry said. 

His associate, Father Salois, was 
ordained June 9 of this year in 
Woonsocket, R.I. This is the first priestly 
assignment for the Rhode Island native, 
who was raised in the Los Angeles 
archdiocese. 


First Thomas Merton TV bio 


SAN DIEGO — Merton: A Film 
Biography of Thomas Merton, the first 
documentary ever produced about the 
spiritual figure, will air on KPBS-TV, 
Channel 15, August 3 at 9 p.m. A repeat 
telecast will be broadcast Aug. 6 at 10 
p.m. 


During his 27 years as a Trappist 
monk, Merton became an eloquent 
spiritual writer and mystic as well as an 
outspoken social critic. His genius lay in 
his ability to communicate as a 
theologian, a concerned citizen and a 
friend. In his 53 years, Merton wrote 
approximately 60 books and hundreds of 
articles, essays and letters on a wide range 
of subjects. 


Green carpet treatment for Irish 


SAN DIEGO — _Trish-Americans 
rolled out the green carpet for members of 
the Irish Olympic team who arrived here 
July 15 for a week of training and 
“acclimatization”? for the - Olympic 
games. 


About 40 men and women of the 
65-member Irish team stayed at the 
University of San Diego. Athletes who 
will compete in track and field, boxing, 
archery, swimming and judo used the 
college facilities for practice. 


THE UNIVERSITY was chosen on 
the advice of the San Diego Irish Olympic 
Host Committee, a group of Irish- 
Americans that offered help to the Irish 
team more than three years ago, said Jack 
McGouran, team press officer. 


When the team arrived in San Diego, 
they were met at Lindberg field by 300 
Irish-Americans waving U.S. and Irish 
flags, McGouran said. The athletes 
walked down a green carpet spread before 
them. 

“Tt was very emotional, the whole 
thing. It was a fantastic reception,”’ 
McGouran said. The Irish knew they 
would -be warmly received, he said, but 
“We didn’t realize it was going to be so 
positive.’’ 

BECAUSE 40 million Americans have 
Irish blood, he said, ‘‘the bonds are very 
close.”’ 

“‘T would say we are the second home 
team (for America),’’ McGouran said.

Bread for World 
comes to S.D. area 


SAN DIEGO — A Catholic woman 
from Minnnesota is a volunteer organizer 
this summer for Bread for the World 
(BFW), a national Christian citizens’ 
anti-hunger movement. 


Anne Archbold of Marshall, Minn., is 
an undergraduate student in social work 
and French at Moorhead State 
University. She is working with BFW 
members in the 41st, 43rd, 44th and 45th 
Congressional districts. 


MS. ARCHBOLD and the 294 BFW 
members here will try to establish public 
policies addressing the causes of hunger 
here and abroad, she said. 


She is one of 12 summer organizers 
chosen to work for the largely Catholic 
BFW group in cities across the country. 


Catholic financial support for BFW has 
come primarily from members, parishes 
and Religious orders, Ms. Archbold said. 
The Maryknoll Fathers have made an 
annual grant since 1977 ranging from 
$2,- to 10,000, she added. 


“BY FAR, the largest number of 


covenant churches are Catholic 
churches,’’ Ms. Archbold said. The 
Covenant Church program, which 


includes 121 Catholic parishes, requires a 
partnership between BFW and _ local 
churches, she added. 


The churches work with BFW on 
education, advocacy and other aspects of 
concern for hunger. 


Notable Catholics involved with the 
movement are Bishop Thomas J. 
Gumbleton, auxiliary bishop of Detroit; 
Father William Byron, president of 
Catholic University; Father Robert 
Drinan, former U.S. Representative; and 
Father Bryan Hehir of the Office of 
International Peace and Justice, United 
States Catholic Conference.

Sleepwalking around “bombs” 3 


The magnitude of the catastrophe in San Ysidro is still being 
measured, even as the after shocks continue to be felt throughout 
the San Diego area. In addition to horror and grief, a good many 
people are experiencing anger and guilt that such a thing could 
ever have happened. 


So much of our everyday lives is a web of our own making, a 
linking together of familiar assumptions and comfortable 
assurances. We don’t often bump into something which rudely 
awakens us to the fragility of life, or to the fact that death is a 
possibility at any moment. Once awakened, we strive to return to 
sleep as soon as possible, because the stark reality is too terrifying 
to cope with. 


While we are still shaken from our dream world, it would be 
beneficial to reflect on some sobering facts of life. We do live in a 
world of continual interaction, a world in which whatever we do 
affects others. In proportion to our influence and knowledge, we 
bear responsibility for what happens. 


Talking about responsibility in general, and without 
attempting to fix blame for the tortured life of James Huberty on 
anyone, we might begin to improve our world. The time-worn 
proverb says that even the journey of 1,000 miles begins with a 
single step and so it does. 


Long before last week, James Huberty was plummeting down 
a vortex of mental illness. That he was allowed to continue his 
journey unabated says a great deal about the degree to which his 
fellow humans were sleepwalking through life. Those around him 
were aware that there were serious problems, but apparently did 
nothing. : 


We have a tendency to reduce problems to manageable sizes. 
The alcoholic is someone who ‘‘enjoys a few drinks,’’ the child 
with a learning disability is ‘‘a little slow,’’ the couple locked in a 
pathological marriage ‘‘don’t seem to get along.’’ In each of 
these cases, and in so many others, we have people who are 
hurting desperately. The magnitude of their pain, and_ the 
consequences of their pain for all of us, is denied and avoided by 
those who might help. 


James Huberty has ended his 1,000-mile journey, but it did 
begin with a single step. Now that it is over, it can be traced so 
clearly that it’s astonishing that no one acted on their knowledge 
that this man was in serious trouble and therefore we were all in 
serious trouble. 


How many other ‘bombs’ are waiting to explode, because no 
one has attempted to defuse them? Problems don’t go away, they 
are confronted and resolved or they are permitted to continue. 
When they are permitted to continue, they almost always become 
more complex and more severe. 


It is appropriate to reflect on our role as a community, as well 
as our roles as individuals. Overworked and understaffed social 
agencies cannot possibly address their most important purpose, 
which is prevention of human catastrophe. These agencies are 
kept so occupied with the effects of social problems that they have 
little time and less money to deal with the causes of these 
avoidable evils. We may think we are saving money by holding 
these agencies at the throat, but sooner or later a far greater price 
is paid. 

The victims fund for San Ysidro is a wonderful effort 
deserving our wholehearted support. The fact that such a 
collection is being solicited, however, raises important questions. 
Why is the community of San Ysidro and other communities like 
it, so deprived of appropriate resources? Why are the social 
agencies which serve us in such need of help to do their task? 
Charity is praiseworthy, but it would not be so necessary if we 
had justice. 


-The amount of misery which we condone when we deny 
problems is astounding. Moreover, our denial leads only to 
further problems and even further misery for ourselves. After the 
events of last week, it is less easy to avoid the pressing need to 
help those we know who are on the path of their own 1,000-mile 
journey.

Evangelize the divorced 


We had the good fortune of selecting 
Blessed Sacrament as our parish of the 
week yesterday, and heard you speak at 
the 11 a.m.

‘Injustice’ 

Your tribute to John Barth (July 12, 
1984) was excellent. As Director of Casa 
de San Miguel, I have met John and 
believe he is a very caring and dedicated 
person. John and I have often discussed 
the concept of Casa de San Miguel, 
residential services for undocumented 
women and children. This is the basis of 
my concern. I feel that your brief 
paragraph concerning ‘‘Casa’’ 
pinpointed John’s thoughts but was an 
injustice to the program’s principles. 

The most injustices were to the 
dedicated Catholics and non-Catholics 
who assist these refugees and to the 
women themselves. We must emphasize 
that without ‘‘Casa’’ some of the women 
would have given birth to their child in 
some overcrowded jail or a dirty 
tenement. Women and children have 
received vital medical assistance made 
available through Casa. 


I believe John’s approach for social 
change is not as far different from that of 
Casa de San Miguel. We share common 
beliefs and concepts — the belief to help 
God’s people in whatever possible way 
and the concept of effecting change 
through those which can make such 
changes. 

I believe the Church is addressing a 
higher principle by building awareness of 
these refugees’ plight, not abandoning 
those caught in the terrible reality of the 
present .

Q. Are there any requirements about the age and religion 
of baptismal godparents? How many godparents are 
necessary? Are there special qualifications for godparents? 
Can you baptize an infant whose parents are opposed to the 
Catholic Church (or are just too lazy to get he/she baptized)? 
S.W.D. 


A. In order to be a baptismal godparent, a person must be 
designated by the parents or legal guardian of the infant, or by 
the pastor or minister of the sacrament. The godparents must be 
at least 16 years old. However, a younger age may be set either 
by diocesan policy or by the minister himself “‘for a just cause.”’ 
Parents may not serve as godparents. 


Most canonists agree that our previous practice concerning the 
Orthodox and Protestant Christians remains in effect. Thus, 
Orthodox Christians in good standing may serve as godparents. 
Protestant Christians (validly married) may serve as ‘‘Christian 
witnesses,’’ along with at least one Catholic godparent. The law 
states that ‘‘only one male or one female sponsor or one of each 
sex is to be employed.’’ Thus, one godparent is sufficient, 
although two godparents will generally be used. 


From time to time, grandparents (or other concerned relatives) 
present infants for baptism because the child’s parents have 
neglected to have it baptized. Usually, this is done without the 
parents’ knowledge. In such a case, the priest or deacon may not 
baptize the infant. The law states that at least one of the parents 
must give consent for Baptism before it can be legally 
administered. 


Finally, there seems to be some confusion about when an 
infant is to be baptized. There is no fixed date. Rather, the law 
states: ‘Parents are obliged to see to it that infants are baptized 
within the first few weeks after birth; as soon as possible after the 
birth or even before it, parents are to go to the pastor to request 
the sacrament for their child and to be properly prepared for it.”’ 
Obviously, an infant in danger of death is to be baptized without 
delay.

Work for renewal is “‘sacred”’ 


On June 7 Archibishop Virgilio Noe, secretary of the Vatican — 


Congregation for Divine Worship, spoke at the Catholic 
University of America on the renewal of the liturgy as it has been 
experienced in the past twenty years since the promulgation of 
the Sacred Constitution on the Liturgy. The following are excerpts 
from that address: 


“Opposition to the liturgical renewal has been relatively small, even 
though large publicity has often been given to certain minority groups. 
Criticism of its practical implementation has been much more 
widespread. The rapidity with which changes were introduced was a 
factor in contributing to a degree of confusion among both priests and 
people. Sufficient catechesis was not given, but then, many of the clergy, 
despite admirable work, could not keep pace with the change. 
Unfortunately some of the changes were presented badly with unhappy 
results. 


“Tt would be a grave mistake to think that the work of liturgical 
renewal has been completed apart from a few minor details and that a 
period of stability will lead to the disappearance of certain elements of 
confusion within the Church and its celebration of the liturgy. The 
renewal did not simply consist in producing revised books to which one 
can now point to and say this is the completed work. Renewal is an 
ongoing process because it is growth and development. 


“‘Sincerity and deep pastoral concern are at the roots of most attempts 
at adaptation and various experimentations that take place, but this is 
not enough; good will and enthusiasm are not sufficient; skill and 
prudence are indispensible. Direction and encouragement are needed. 


“In the celebration of the liturgy the Church professes and confesses 
her faith; the liturgy is the living voice of tradition. It is important, 
indeed indispensible, that the texts of the liturgy should be studied...the 
liturgical books are the Church’s theological books. 


‘“‘The need for catechesis was stated repeatedly during the years in 
which the directives of the council were being implemented. This need is 
still great. We have to build up true communities of faith, that are able to 
articulate that faith, to witness and to act. The renewal of the liturgy was 
a part of the council’s aim to throw into greater relief the truth which the 
Church has to proclaim. The truth is unchangeable, its expression is 
subject to change. The only unchangeable text is the word of God.”’

His blood upon the rose 


On one of the hot and humid days of this summer, I sat 
on our patio feeling tired and restless, trying to catch the 
cooling breeze of sunset.

Code calls for mature 


Commentators have pointed out how the revised Code 
of Canon Law reflects the spirit of Vatican II. While there 
was an original proposal for a section on ‘‘Fundamental 
Law’’ which was subsequently dropped, some of its views 
were incorporated in other sections. So, Canon 208 states 
unequivocally, ‘‘there is a genuine equality of dignity and 
action among all of Christ’s faithful.’’ All in the Church 


are first class citizens. The previous tilt towards the 
_ Religious and clergy as superior Christians is removed. In 


another place, Canon 212.3, a quote taken from Gaudium 
et spes (37), it is stated laity ‘‘have the right to tell their 
pastors their Views on matters which concern the good of 


the Church.”’ 


However, they must do this in keeping with “‘their 
knowledge, competence and position.’’ They may also 
share their opinions with others in the Church, but must 
respect the integrity of faith and morals, ‘‘show reverence 
to their pastors, and must have in mind the common good 
and the dignity of individuals.’’ The stress on competence 
and knowledge places emphasis on the personal 
responsibility of the Catholic to gain appropriate 
knowledge. Canon 229 puts it bluntly: “Lay people have 
the duty and the right to acquire the knowledge of 
Christian teaching which is appropriate to each one’s capacity 
and condition.’’ (Emphasis ours.) _ 


SO IT IS presumed that those who will make their 
views known to pastors and other Christians will have

done their homework. They must not speak ‘‘off the top 
of the head,’’ but study the problem, gain the needed 
information and where their knowledge is lacking, consult 
to acquire the views of responsible experts. The new

what was termed ‘‘giving scandal to the weak in faith.”’ 
That forbade you to say some things which were true but 
lesser known, lest the immature in faith take’ offense. 


Here the first responsibility is upon the individual to. 


acquire appropriate knowledge. 

But the laity have, the right, says Canon 217, to a 
“Christian education which genuinely teaches them to 
strive for the maturity of the human person.’’ Here may 
be the weak link. Many a Christian’ can claim in present 
parish life there are not enough opportunities to gain such 
an education. 


Commendation is in order for zealous pastors who in 
the past few years have scheduled study groups, adult 
education programs, sought out special speakers for Lent 
and Advent programs, all designed specifically to 
promote Christian education to their people. Yet this adds 
another burden on the parish. Presently most forms of 
Catholic education are designed for the young. Now they 
must be counterbalanced with education for adults. 


CANON 214 has an interesting twist. It speaks of the 


right of people to worship God, and adds, ‘‘they also have 
the right to follow their own form of spiritual life, 


Sacraments conform us 


It is in vogue these days to speak of baptism, 
confirmation, and first Eucharist as the sacraments of 
Christian initiation. Such they indeed are, but initiation 
is not to be understood as meaning a ceremony by which 
one becomes a member of a society or organization. 
Christian initiation means becoming sacramentally like 
Christ. 


The message of the New Testament is we are called to 
be conformed to the image of God the Son (See Romans 
8:29, Ephesians 1:6). In the letter to the Colossians St. 
Paul attests that ‘‘in Christ the fullness of deity resides in 
bodily form; yours is a share in that fullness (2:9-10). The 
sacraments of Christian initiation are a way of becoming 
someone, a Christian, one who shares in the life of Christ. 
Since we share in the life of Christ through these 
sacraments, we must consider who Jesus Christ is. 


JESUS CHRIST is the eternal Son of God the Father. 
Baptism conforms us to Christ precisely as He is the Son 
of the Father. Baptism makes us with Christ children of 
God the Father, and we thereby enter into the 
relationship which He has to the Father. 


There is a third person in the Trinity, the Holy Spirit. 
We profess in the creed that the Holy Spirit proceeds from 
the Father and the Son. This is a way of saying that Christ 
is not only the Son of the Father, but that he is also with 
the Father the source of the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit 
comes forth from the Father and the Son as an eternal 
expression of their love for one another. As baptism 


- conforms us to Christ as He is with the Father, so 


confirmation conforms us to Christ as He is with the 
Father the source of the Holy Spirit. Since Christ stands 
in a two-fold relationship within the Trinity, to the Father 
as Son and with the Father as the source of the Spirit, 
there are two sacraments which conform us to Christ. 
Confirmation is rightly said to complete what baptism has 
begun. 


The instruction of the Bishop in the rite of confirmation 
states that confirmation makes us “‘more like Christ and 
more perfect members of the Church,’’ The key to 
understanding this statement is the truth that whereas 
baptism conforms us to Christ as He is the Son of the 
Father, confirmation conforms us to Christ as He is with 


gentleness and recognition of the rights and needs of those 
we do not entirely understand. 


But, egocentric as we are, perhaps the greatest boon is 
when our silent contemplation leads us to harmony and 
quietness of spirit and eases the difficulties of our day. If 
we are willing, it will seep away our prejudices and 
antagonisms and reveal them for the infantile fears they 
are. 


I remember once in my childhood, visiting an 
exceptionally beautiful part of the beautiful Cape 
Province in South Africa. It seemed incredible that people 
could live amid such beauty and yet be prey to racial and 
political prejudice and violence. Since then the experience 
has been repeated in many places, many times. Perhaps 
we too often look without real sight and appreciate 
without real understanding. 


THAT MAY be what the authors of Genesis were 
attempting to convey ‘in the story of Adam and Eve in the 
Garden of Eden. Even surrounded by utter perfection, 
their awareness was sufficiently marred to make 
dissatisfaction and envy possible! Even with the presence 
of God so manifest where they lived, they could still sin 
and try to hide their sin from Him and His forgiveness. 


In our beautiful world and its creatures God has given’ 
us the means to heal and strengthen our spirits. If we 
would only look! 


laity 


provided it is in accord with Church teaching.’’ In 
training for the maturity of the person, there is not to be 
one spirituality presented. For instance, monastic 
spirituality is not to be taught to parishioners as if it were 
the best way. 


In this area the witness of the laity is invaluable. It is to 
be hoped that some of them will speak up on their 
personal experiences, to tell others what they have found 
helpful to their own spiritual growth. There is a dire need 
not to train priests just to be confessors, but to educate 
those who have the talents and opportunities to become 
spiritual directors, a traditional office that ‘had 
disappeared but is returning. These priests, Religious and 
laity (why not?) are not to push their own branch of 
spirtuality but act objectively to judge the progress or 
spiritual growth of the lay person. 


Oh yes, while these new emphases on the law are there, 
they are difficult to enforce. What is needed is that 
growing maturity of the Catholic layman and the 
legitimate demands he can make upon his parish to help 
him meet his goals. 


IT IS interesting that Canon 528, which speaks of the 
duties of the parish priest, says that the parishioners are 
also involved with responsibility for the parish, for along 
with their pastor, ‘‘they are to make every effort to bring 
the Gospel message to fallen-aways or unbelievers.’’ Yet 
how can they give unless they first have been helped to 
grow into a better knowledge of that Gospel?

the Father the source of the Spirit into the world. 


CONFUSION ABOUT confirmation, especially its 
distinction from baptism, is due to an emphasis on 
receiving the Spirit and on his presence within us rather 
than on his activity. The Spirit is indeed received in 
baptism, but His activity through baptism is to conform 
us to Christ as He is the son of the Father. The same 
Spirit is received in confirmation, but his activity is to 
conform us to Christ as He is the source of the spirit to 
others. 


After we have been conformed to Christ through 
baptism and confirmation, we are ready to join with 
Christ in the celebration of the Eucharist. Through 
baptism we are prepared to worship the Father at Mass 
through, with, and in Christ. Through confirmation we 
are prepared to go forth from the Mass to share Christ’s 
love, the Holy Spirit, with others. The love of God 
expressed in the Mass by the power of baptism is meant to 
overflow into love of our neighbors by the power of 
confirmation.

LA JOLLA — Mike Johnson has a 
good feeling about the universality of the 
Catholic Church. He likes the way people 
from all different cultures and 
backgrounds are able to belong to the 
Church. 


Johnson is the youth minister for All 
Hallows and Mary Star of the Sea here. 


“THE WORD catholic means 
universal,’’ he said. 


The Church allows for a wide variety of 
expressions, he added. 


He enjoys being able to minister to 
youth within the Church. 


JOHNSON WAS born in San Jose 28 
years ago. He and his family moved to La 
Jolla, where his parents still reside, in 


1972. 


After graduating from Mission Bay 
High School, he entered St. Francis 
Seminary in San Diego. In 1979, after 
studying theology: at St. John’s in 
Minnesota, he decided to take a break. 
He fully expected to return to the 
seminary. 


The two things Johnson wanted to do 
in his life were mutually exclusive. He 


wanted to be a priest and to have his own 
family. 


“I BEGAN doing youth work with 
Father Neal Dolan in Tierrasanta,’’ he 
said. While there he and another youth 
worker, Theresa Draper, coordinated 
retreats for youths at Ascension parish. 


‘‘T wanted to pursue a relationship with 
her,’’ he said. Last January, he married 
her. They are happily expecting their first 
child in October. 


He is pleased with his decision to have a 
family. Working for the Lord and having 
a family makes his life exciting, he said. 


SINCE HE believes in options, 
Johnson at times resents having been 
forced to decide between having his own 
family and being a priest.

all times, he believes it would be hard to

No explanation given to priests expelled from Nicaragua

Two Italian priests recently expelled 
from Nicaragua said authorities gave 
them no reasons for their’ expulsion, 
according to the Italian newspaper, Il 
Messagero. Meanwhile, Nicaragua 
defended its aueeng of the 10 foreign 
priests. 


The Italian priests, Father Benito 
Pititto and Father Mario Fiandri, were 
‘among 10 foreign priests expelled by the 
Sandinista government following a march 
led by Managua Archbishop Miguel 
Obando Bravo in support of a 
- Nicaraguan priest accused of anti- 
government activities. 

IN A JULY 11 interview, which took 
place in Costa Rica, Father Pititto, a 
member of the Order of Jesus the Divine 


Worker and a native of Catanzaro, Italy, - 


said “‘T still do not know why I was put 
out.” 


‘‘T was in Nicaragua for 25 years, and 
my work in Managua was always done on 
behalf of the most needy people,’’ he said. 


Father Pititto was pastor of the Church 
of St. Joseph in the eastern section of 
Managua, one of the city’s poorest areas. 


AUTHORITIES WERE waiting for 
him, he said, after he returned home, 
around 6 p.m., from the July 9 march. 


‘‘There were already waiting for me 
three soldiers in a car from the Ministry 
of Internal Affairs,’’ he said. 


‘“They asked me to show them my 
passport and certificate of residency,”’ 
Father Pititto said. The soldiers told him 
he had ‘‘only five minutes to get my 
clothes ready and, always with their 
submachine guns pointed, they made me 
get in the car.”’ 


HE WAS driven to the airport, where 
he and the other expelled priests were 
given a letter ‘‘which said that our 
residency permits had expired and they 
handed us airplane tickets for Costa 
Rica.”’ 


Father Fiandri, a young Salesian priest 
from Sardinia, said he had returned to 
Managua from a three-month stay in 
Italy just before his expulsion. 


“‘T was in another town, and when I 
returned at 4 p.m. to the Don Bosco 
youth center which I have directed for 
nine years, I saw a group of people who 
were crying.”’ 


“TWO SOLDIERS had already 


. arrested Father (Jose Joaquin) Montero, 


a Costa Rican Salesian, and they were 
waiting for me to arrive,’’ Fathér Fiandri 
said. “‘I presented myself and asked what 
was happening,”’ he said, but “‘their only 
response was to order me to take my 
passport and follow them.’ 


Father Fiandri also was taken to the 
airport ‘‘where the. director of the 
Nicaraguan immigration office, Mario 
Mejia, told me that already he had been 
very patient.”’ 


L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, reported in its July 13 edition 
that on July 10 thousands of Nicaraguans 
gathered outside the cathedral in 


- Managua to express their support of 


Archbishop Obando Bravo and_ that 
thousands more came to pray at the 
churches of the priests who had been 
expelled. The same edition also said that 
on July 10 the archbishop held a press 
conference in which he said the expulsions 
were a new step in ‘‘a_ deliberate 
Sandinista campaign to. weaken and 
decapitate the Nicaraguan Church.”’ 


HE ALSO said the 10 priests were not 
involved in political activity of any sort, 
but were ministering to ‘‘the workers, the 
farmers, and the most humble classes of 
the population,’’ the newspaper reported. 


The same article said that in his 
welcome of the priests at the San Jose, 
Costa Rica, airport July 9, Archbishop 
Arrieta Villalobos of San Jose said anyone 
who had not known the true ‘‘attitudes of 
a totalitarian government, now has 
known them from this decision.’’ Vatican 
Radio reported that the archbishop 
welcomed the priests in his capacity as 
president of the secretariat of Central 
American bishops. 


The next day, he concelebrated mass 
with the expelled priests in the cathedral 
of San Jose, L’Osservatore Romano 
reported.

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MEANWHILE, NICARAGUA has 
defended its ousting of the clerics, and a 
member of its ruling junta has backed the 
nomination of Jesuit Father Fernando 
Cardenal as education minister, despite a 
ban issued by the Jesuit superior general.. 


The statements reflect the continuing 
tensions between the Managua 
government and the Catholic Church 
leadership in Nicaragua and the Vatican. 
However, while defending the ouster, the 
Nicaraguan government said it is not 
opposed to the Church. 

In a July 20 statement to the Holy See 
on the July 9 expulsions, Nicaragua said 
that ‘‘no obstacle exists to a priest acting 


politically as long as he is Nicaraguan, 


but the same right is not recognized for 
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foreigners.”’ 


THE STATEMENT also accused the 
expelled priests of conducting a 
systematic campaign against military 
service and of encouraging people not to 
pay their taxes. 


Nicaragua ‘“‘allows a. diversity of 
political opinions and positions, as is 
demonstrated by the existence of priests 
who support opposition parties, who 
make public pronouncements against the 
government inside and outside, and who 
are not the object of any type of 
persecution,’’ according to the Italian- 
language statement dese by the 
country’s embassy.

many,’’ Deacon Bowen said. -He is 
pleased that those with complaints, no

The sweeping changes made by Father 
Eugene Fischer after he became pastor of 
the Church of the Most Precious Blood in 
July needed explanation, he said, so he 
hosted three forums on Tuesday evenings 
in the church hall. 


The hall now serves as the church, just

one of the changes he made. He pared the 
weekend Mass schedule from nine to five 
because he was then the only priest there. 


THE NINE Masses were needed once, 
he said, because the church holds no more 
than 290 persons.

Father Fischer feels the old method 
hampered ““building community.’’ Many 
parishioners left Mass early so their 
parking space could be used by the influx 
of traffic for the next Mass. 


Parishioners did not have the luxury of 
standing outside of Mass and talking with 
one another, he added.

important experience they had in the 
parish. As they did so, he read a 
statement by the United States Catholic 
bishops on community. 

He explained why the massive Mass 
changes were made. ‘‘Admittedly it is not 
the church. I think it is adequate for the 
time being,’’ he said. 

‘“Will the church be torn down?’’ one 
woman asked, quickly adding that it 
would be destroyed ‘‘over several dead 
bodies, I think.’’ Father Fischer said the 
church would not be torn down. 

ONE WOMAN said she does not feel 
as if she is in Mass in the hall. ‘‘That’s a 
feeling. Sometimes we have to get over 
our feelings and focus on the reality of 


. what we have to face,’”’ Father Fischer 


said. 


People will still leave Mass early, one 
woman said, regardless of the Mass site. 
Father Fischer thinks it is a “‘long- 
ingrained bad habit’’ that will change in 
time. 


Father Fischer told the 18 parishioners 
gathered for the final meeting that it is a 
“‘financial reality’’ that many parishes are 
building multi-purpose facilities, rather 
than elegant churches. ‘‘Oh how sad,”’’ 
one woman replied. 


ONE MAN was concerned with the 
nature of the forums, which, he said, were 
advertised as a time parishioners could be 
heard. He thought Father Fischer held 
some of the responses up to ‘“‘ridicule.”’ 


“‘T wonder if you’re not hearing us as 
much as we’re not hearing you,’’ the man 
said. Some of the priest’s remarks, he 
said, seemed to presuppose “that we’ve 
not been a community in the past.”’ 


The pastor said he did not mean to 
ridicule written responses, but did think 
‘objectively’? that some were more 
“‘substantial’’ than others. . 


‘I SUBMIT if you want to know our 
response your point of view is 
irrelevant,’’ the man replied. 

Emotions stayed in check during the 
session, but it was evident all parties felt 
deeply about the parish. 


While one woman was talking, another 
woman raised her hand, snapped her 
' fingers and tapped her foot on the floor, 
obviously anxious to speak.. ‘‘If we don’t 
go out and reach out to others, we can’t 
expect community,’’ she said when her 
turn came. Some groups don’t make 
people feel welcome, she added. 


THE PRIESTS and those who spoke 
during the meeting seemed to agree on 
some points: perpetual Eucharistic 
adoration could and probably should be 
held at the church; some church groups 
have deteriorated for many sociological 
reasons; every parish wants to have a 
retired priest to help out; it is a 
‘‘disgrace’’ and ‘‘gross’’ to see 
churchgoers dressed in shorts and other 
““scanty’’ outfits. 


‘““More singing, that’s what we need,”’ 


e And much more 
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one woman said. ‘‘We’ve got to work on 
that,’’ Father Fischer agreed. 


“Do you disapprove of women 
ushers?’’ a woman asked him. No, he 
said, adding that he is open to having 
female processional cross-bearers, too. 


‘“‘WOULDN’T IT be nice to bring 
people up-to-date as to what we have 
discussed?’’ someone asked. ‘‘Good 
idea,’’ Father Fischer said, indicating he 
may talk about it from the pulpit or 
publish a summary in the bulletin. 


A request was made for similar forums 
to be held one night a month for the next 
six months. “‘I was hoping not to have 
anymore,’’ Father Fischer said, laughing. 


“You’re still living, you’re - still 
laughing,’’ a woman replied. ‘‘I haven’t 


been assassinated yet,’’ he said, nervously’ 


lighting a cigarette.

At approximately 5:17 p.m. a §.W.A.T. sharpshooter 
gained a clear view of Huberty and gunned him down. 


POLICE FOUND 16 people and Huberty were dead 
inside the building and four dead outside. Restaurant 
employees and patrons ranging in age from eight months 
to 74 years died. 

“It’s sad so many innocent victims had to suffer his 
anger,’’ Father Mooney said. Asked to put the matter 
into perspective for people with faith in Jesus, Father 
Mooney replied, ‘‘I have a hard time... There really isn’t 
any perspective. It’s just impossible.” 

He was one of three Catholic clergymen who witnessed 
the aftermath of the carnage. “‘It does try your faith a 
little bit, but then you’ve got to know it’s God’s world and 
I guess He knows what He is doing with it.”” 


FATHER PATRICK Miullarkey, pastor of St. 
Charles parish in neighboring Imperial Beach, and his 
associate, Father Bruce Orsborn, also went to the scene to 
grant conditional absolution. 

“T went from body to body, even (to) the guy that killed 
them,’’? Father Mooney said. He blessed the bodies of 
children. All the injured survivors had been taken to 
hospitals when Father Mooney arrived at 6 p.m., two 
hours after the massacre began. 


He then went to a local hospital to console families of 
the injured and dead. “‘I just talked to the few people who

On July 19, Nicaraguan junta leader Daniel Ortega 
challenged the Church on another issue when he brushed 
off an order from the Jesuit superior general prohibiting 
Father Cardenal from taking the education post. 

“THIS NATION of Sandino, this nation of Christ, is 
in agreement with the nomination of the Rev. Fernando 
Cardenal to direct the education of our young people,”’ 
Ortega told a crowd gathered in downtown Managua to 
celebrate the fifth anniversary of the Sandinistas’ rise to 
power. 


On July 16, Jesuit Superior General Peter-Hans 
Kolvenbach ordered Father Cardenal to decline the post, 
or face ‘‘painful’’ consequences. A statement issued by 
the order’s Rome headquarters said the education 
assignment would be incompatible with the priest’s 
“condition as a Jesuit.”’ 


Despite the friction over Father Cardenal and the 
expulsion of priests, the Nicaraguan government denied it 
is promoting divisions within the Church. L’Osservatore 
Romano, in July 19 editorial, charged the Sandinistas 
with attempting to divide bishops and priests. 


“THE UNITY of the Church has not been 
compromised by theological reasons but by opposed 
political positions inside the very church,’’ the 
Nicaraguan statement said. ‘‘While some sectors of the 
church support the government, others look toward its 
destruction.”’ 


The government ‘does not wish to attack the Church 
or to limit its room for flexibility’’ and believes that ‘‘no 
contradiction exists between an authentic Christian and 
an authentic revolutionary,’’ said the statement. 


Four of the 10 expelled priests participated in an illegal 
protest march, according to the statement. The march 
was illegal because no prior notice was given that it would 
take place, it added. 

HOWEVER, NEWS reports and other sources show 
that Archbishop Obando Bravo had announced his 
intention to hold a protest well before the march. The 
government had warned him against demonstrating 
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Even during tragedy, it’s “God’s world” 


could speak English,’’ he said. ‘‘I did tell them I anointed 
everybody and that seemed to give solace to some.” 


ALSO PRESENT at the hospital were the priests of 
San Ysidro’s Catholic church, Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel. Msgr. Francisco Aldosoro, the pastor, and 
Father John M. Beatty, the associate, were at the hospital 
when Father Mooney arrived. 


Father Mooney thinks the people of San Ysidro and the 
San Diego area will share an ‘““unsafe’’ feeling that “‘you 
can’t even get a hamburger without being shot at... That 
kind of trauma will be with the city.” 


Many San Diegans admit still feeling the psychological 
effects of the Sept. 25, 1978, mid-air collision of a jetliner 
and a single-engine plane. The planes ripped through a 
residential neighborhood here, killing all the plane’s 
occupants and some bystanders. The Augustinian priests 
who anointed bodies after that tragedy reportedly still are 
affected by the memory of the accident. 


“PLL BE O.K.,’’ Father Mooney said, concerning 
his ability to handle the memory of the mass murder 
scene. He thinks his faith helps him deal with death. ‘“‘I 
always feel I’m ready to die when God takes me.”’ 


He rewrote his homily, scheduled for July 22, to 
address the concept of preparation for death and ‘‘the 
idea we never know’’ when we will die. ‘‘When Christ 
said you don’t know the day or the hour, He wasn’t 
kidding.”’ 

Father Mooney has been the fire department chaplain 
since 1971. ‘‘There are other aspects of being a fire 
department chaplain I’d rather do,” he said, but he is 
called to all three-alarm fires and any blazes that claim 
lives. 


HE IS USED to ‘“‘going to catastrophes to talk to 
bodies and families,’’ he said. “‘I guess I was steeled to 
death when I was first ordained.”’ 


His first assignment was St. Rose of Lima parish in 
Chula Vista, another community near the U.S.-Baja 


before the event took place. 


It also accused church authorities of disciplining priests 
and Religious who support the government. The govern- 
ment said some priests have had their permission to per- 
form their ministry suspended. 


MILWAUKEE (NC) — The director of a volunteer 
home for the needy in Milwaukee wants to sec an end to 
meal programs for the poor and thinks such a goal is 
possible if there were more personal contact with street 
people. 

Don Timmerman, director of the home in Milwaukee 
known as Casa Maria, calls his proposal ‘‘Person to 
Person.”’ 


‘IN AN explanatory flyer Timmerman said street 
people ‘‘usually need some kind of support, such as health 
care, recreation, jobs, a safe home, a shoulder ta cry on, 
etc., which they seldom find in the streets.”’ 


Such personal involvement, he said, could give the 
homeless better opportunities and, over a span of time, 
eliminate the need for meal programs through personal 
contacts and the establishment of friendships. Such 
contacts could result in invitations to private homes for 
meals or other needs. 


Timmerman envisions many ways in which a Christian 
can minister to the poor. 


‘““SOMETIMES A hospital does not want to care for 
someone shabbily dressed,’’ he said. ‘‘You could let that 
person shower or bathe at your home and get him or her 
some decent clothes to wear.’’ A change in outward 
appearance might gain the person admission to a hospital 
or clinic, he said. 


‘Take a person to a movie,’ he also suggested. ‘‘They 
probably haven’t seen one in years.”

California border. He often was called to the emergency 
room to anoint bodies of Interstate 5 accident victims. 
People who drank alcohol in Tijuana and tried to drive 
home often ended up in the emergency room, he 
remembered. 

As an priest at Our Lady of Guadalupe parish in San 
Bernardino in the late 1950s, he often went to the hospital 
to deal with the aftermath of gang fights. 


“T saw my share of death and tragedies a long time 
ago,’’ Father Mooney said.

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“Divine faith” needed to cope with San Ysidro tragedy; 
Bishop Maher and 2,000 attend funeral for slain 


SAN YSIDRO — While many people in this border 
community were still trying to puzzle out why 22 people 
were slaughtered in a local McDonald’s on July 18, nearly 
2,000 mourners gathered in Our Lady of Mount Carmel 
Church here to pray for those who had been killed. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher.celebrated a memorial Mass July 
21 for the victims of the massacre. About 40 priests 
concelebrated. Family members, friends, community 
members, clergy, and public officials gathered to pay 
their respects to those slain. 


FIVE COFFINS, one holding a mother and her baby, 
stood before the altar as Bishop Maher led the 
congregation in a Resurrection Mass. The six deceased 
were: Claudia Perez, 9; Jackie Wright Reyes, 18, and her 
son, Carlos Reyes, 8 months; Margarita Padilla, 18; 
Victor Rivera, 25; and Maria Elena Colmenero, 18. All 
but Colmenero were: members of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel parish. 


As all the pews in the church were filled, people stood in 
the aisles and outside the building and heard Bishop 
Maher deliver a sermon in both English and Spanish. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher incensed the caskets of victims of 
the San Ysidro mass murder. Looking on were about 40 
priests who concelebrated the Mass of the 


Resurrection. The church was filled to capacity.

“Dazzle” minimized at funeral 


SAN YSIDRO — When something as solemn as a 
funeral Mass promises to attract a large number of 
reporters and photographers, precautions should be made 
to insure decorum, said Father George Byrne, diocesan 
communications director. 


Father Byrne, who deals with reporters on a regular 
basis, worked with Msgr. Francisco Aldasoro, pastor of 
Our Lady of Mount Carmel Church, to minimize the 
effect the media would have on the Mass of the 
Resurrection and to maximize fairness to the journalists. 


HE HAD a second set of microphones installed so 
television and radio reporters would not have to place 
their own microphones on the altar. Without that extra 
set, ‘‘There would be a lot of chrome and dazzle and it 
would take away from the sanctuary that people were 
familiar with. I tried to maintain as much of the church 
presence as they were used to,’’ Father Byrne said. 


No floodlighting or flash photography was allowed. 
Father Byrne limited to three the number of TV cameras 
allowed inside the church, ‘‘to avoid a lot of wires, a lot of 
extraneous movement.”’ ‘ 

‘‘There was very little space for (TV) cameras,’’ he 
added. All stations agreed to share the videotape taken by 
the three stations, he said. “‘I’m aware that the industry 
allows for pooling with videotapes.”’ 


Father Mark Campbell and Father John Proctor, both 
adjunct judicial vicars for the diocesan tribunal, and 
Msgr. Francisco Aldasoro, pastor of Our Lady of Mount 
Carmel, also recited readings in both languages. 


- Loudspeakers allowed those who remained outside the 


church to listen to what was being said within it. 


Bishop Maher told those present that they should try to 
understand the tragedy through divine faith. The Father 
loves us so much that He sends His Son to us, he said, and 
Christ’s suffering showed His love for us. 


“‘THE RESURRECTION didn’t take away 
suffering,’’ said Bishop Maher, ‘‘but it focused a new 
light on death. 


‘*The omnipotence of God is never more glorious than 
when He makes omnipotent those who hope in Him,’’ he 
said. 


Msgr. Aldasoro told the congregation that despite the 
deep wound which had struck the community, life must 
go forward. 


AT LEAST seven of the 22 people slain by: an 
unemployed security guard during a shooting spree inside 
a McDonald’s restaurant were members of Msgr. 
Aldasoro’s parish. The suspect, 41-year-old James 
Huberty, was killed by police sharpshooters about one- 
and-a-half hours after the slaughter began. 


After the large number of mourners, many sobbing 
quietly, filed. out of the church, a funeral procession 
stretching for several miles slowly inched its way to Holy 
Cross Cemetery where two of the dead were laid to rest. A 
spokesperson for Holy Cross said that the cost of burial 
would probably be paid by the California Victim’s Bill of 
Rights fund. The fund was established to help victims of 
violent crime. 

Two more funeral masses were held July 23 at Our 
Lady of Mount Carmel for victims of the tragedy. The 
two were Omar Hernandez, 9, and Elsa Borboa, 19. Both 
were members of the parish. 


Christ’s suffering, resurrection 
model for victims of “disaster”

Bishop Maher released this statement shortly after the San Ysidro 
mass murder. 


Violence has struck at the heart of our community. It 
struck the innocent child, the youth, the mother, the 
father, the family. This disaster at McDonald’s in San 
Ysidro has shaken us at the very roots of our being. 


Our hearts go out with the deepest sympathy to the 
families whose beloved ones were so tragically and 
aimlessly killed. It is a terrible calamity that has brought 
great sadness and sorrow to our whole community. The 
intensity of the suffering of the families who have lost their 
innocent children for no reason touches us deeply, and we 
join with them and share that sorrow and grief. 


ON SUCH occasions of useless tragedy, we are

conscious of the insufficiency and inadequacy of’ such 
suffering. In order to perceive the true answer to the 
‘‘why”’ of suffering, we must look to the revelation of 
Divine Love, the ultimate source of meaning of 
everything that exists. Love is the richest source of the 
meaning of suffering, which always remains a mystery. 


Christ causes us to enter into the mystery and to 
discover the ‘‘why”’ of suffering as far as we are capable of 
grasping the sublimity of Divine Love. Love is also the 
fullest source of suffering. This answer has been given by 
God to mankind in the cross of Jesus Christ. 


Let this suffering, like Christ’s suffering, rebuild 
goodness — goodness in our community. 


SUFFERING, IN fact, is always a trial — at times a 
very hard one — to which humanity is subjected. But 
those who share in Christ’s sufferings have before their 
eyes the paschal mystery of the cross and resurrection, in 
which Christ descends, in a first phase, to the ultimate 
limits of human weakness and impotence: indeed He dies 
nailed to a cross. But, if at the same time in His weakness 
there is accomplished His lifting up, confirmed by the 
power of His resurrection, suffering then finds its 
meaning being open to the salvific powers of God. : 

May this tragedy that has brought terrible sorrow and 
suffering in the hearts of so many and into our whole 
community be redemptive suffering uniting our brothers 
and sisters in a great love of one another.

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Peace post goes to Bishop Mahoney 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Bishop 
Roger M. Mahony of Stockton was one of 
22 people from five continents named by 
Pope John Paul II as new members of the 
Pontifical Commission for Justice and 
Peace. 


The 48-year-old Bishop Mahony has 
headed the Stockton diocese since 1980. 
He had been auxiliary bishop of Fresno 
since 1975. 


HE WAS active in Catholic Charities 
work and was chairman of the California 
Agricultural Labor Relations Board from 
1975 to 1976, administering the state’s 
farm labor act which provided for union 
elections. 


Last April the bishop protested a 
Supreme Court decision allowing 
sweeping searches of factories, saying it 
would make Hispanics targets of 
discrimination. In May, he praised a 
change in border patrol policy providing 
life-saving training for agents. The bishop 
had pointed out that since 1974, 12 
farmworkers drowned while fleeing 
patrols. 


Among the new members Bishop 
Mahony joins on the commission are 
Cardinal Joachim Meisner, head of the 
East German bishops’ conference; 
Archbishop Peter Seiichi Shirayanagi of 
Tokyo; Ms. Manel Abhayaratna, 
president of a Catholic lay organization in 
Sri Lanka; Ms. Eleanor E. Aitken, a 
Canadian who is president of the World 
Union of Catholic Women’s 
Organizations; and Jerome Connolly, 
secretary of the Irish bishops’ justice and 
peace committee. 


ALSO AMONG the new appointees 3 


are Thora Perez, secretary of the South 
African bishops’ justice and peace 
committee; Canadian Louis Sabourin, 
one of the world’s leading authorities on 
economic development; Frans Seda, a 
Catholic newspaper editor from 
Indonesia; and Luke Wong, who heads 
the justice and peace Committee for the 
Diocese of Hong Kong. 


The commission holds an annual week- 
long plenary meeting in Rome. Its 
members are consulted throughout the 


_year on justice and peace issues. 


Fr. Clements aids boy who mugged him 


CHICAGO (NC) — Not many 
mugging victims invite their assailants to 
lunch. 


But Father George H. Clements, 
pastor of Holy Angels Church, Chicago, 
who was robbed of about $25 by Anthony 
Morgan July 11, asked the Illinois 
Children and Family Services 
Department for custody of the 17-year- 
old. 


THE STATE felt Morgan was “‘too 
difficult a case at this stage,’’ according to 
Father Clements, and instead placed: him 
in a group home after Chicago Criminal 
Court Judge Carl McCormick sentenced 
the young man to 30-months probation. 


~ Reaching out 


Each year there is a gathering in 
Rome which makes or breaks the hopes 
and ambitions for missionary activity 
throughout the world. It is the annual 
meeting of the superior council of the 
Pontifical Missionary Society. In other 
words it is a meeting largely of the 
national directors of the Propagation of 
the Faith, where. decisions are made 
regarding allocation of the available 
funds. 


It is a meeting on which the hopes of 
so many depend. The directors decide 
where some $80 million given by 
Catolics around the world may best be 
distributed to help the spread of the 
Gospel. It is, in every sense, the 
planned subsidization of missionaries 
everywhere. 


At a recent meeting arproval was 
given for $83,892,073 to be 
distributed. Africa, as usual, received 
the lion’s share of more than $38 
million. It is a vast continent (five times 
the size of the United States) and has 
300 million people, many converted,

VILLAFRANCA, Italy (NC) — 
While Pope John Paul II made a surprise 
outing to the northern Italian ski slopes 
July 16-17, a Los Angeles Catholic parish 
readied itself to serve the needs of 
Olympic athletes. 

Pope John Paul II brought along a 
friend to the ski slopes — _ Italian 
President Sandro Pertini — to join him in 
a mountainside lunch. 

THE UNANNOUNCED holiday 
caught the Vatican press corps unaware. 
By the time the Vatican confirmed the 


’ trip had taken place, Pertini had returned 


to Rome, and Pope John Paul had proven 
that even a pope can have a little privacy 
now and then. 


Pope John Paul made several runs 
down the slopes on 11,000-foot-high 
Mount Adamello in the Italian Dolomite 
Alps. One of several local youth who 
skiied with the pope described the 
pontiff’s style as ‘‘slow but sure.’’ He 
reportedly took no spills while skiing. 


An amateur photographer managed to 
take two snapshots showing the 64-year- 
old pope in his skiing garb, accompanied 
by Pertini. The photos appeared on the 
front page of virtually every Italian 
newspaper the following day. 


AN AIDE ‘to Pertini said, ‘‘The 
president later said he regretted not being 
able to ski himself.’’ Pertini returned to 
Rome soon after the lunch, but the pope 
stayed on for another day of skiing and 
then said Mass at the mountain chapel. 


Details of the outing were deliberately 
kept from reporters, Father Romeo 


Panciroli, Vatican press spokesman said, 
because it concerned a ‘‘strictly private”’ 
engagement. The pope was accompanied 
only by his personal secretary, Msgr. 
Stanislaw Dziwisz, he said.

Pope hits slopes as L.A. parish awaits Olympians 


“I think this is the first time since his 
election (in 1978) that the pope has gone 
skiing,’ Father Panciroli said. 


BEFORE HIS election_as pope, then- 
Cardinal Karol Wojtyla was known to 
enjoy skiing in his native Poland and on 
the mountains near Rome. 


Meanwhile, when the Olympics get 
under way July 29 in Los Angeles, even 
the Catholic Church will be represented. 


Our Savior Church at the University of 
Southern California is located within one 
of three Olympic villages in Los Angeles 
and will serve the spiritual needs of 
athletes, coaches and press living and 
working in the village. 


“WE’RE READY,”’ said Servant of 
Mary Father Donald Duplessis, pastor of 
the church that is the parish and Catholic: 
center at USC. : 


“We have scheduled the Masses, 
opened up our doors and are on call. We 
just don’t know what athletes will be 
coming.”’ 

The church has been closed’ to the 
public since early July as athletes began to 
arrive. Our Savior Church will offer three 
daily Masses and four on the weekend. 
Four priests, including Father Deplessis, 
will be on call around the clock for 
counseling athletes. 


MASSES WILL be celebrated in 
English, Father Duplessis said, but the 
readings will be in different languages. 
The Los Angeles Olympic Organizing 
Committee was providing interpreters as 
needed. 


While it was hard to say how many 
athletes and others would be in the 
village, Father Duplessis said, many 
would be ‘‘at least nominally Catholic.’’
